Such a method could 
hardly be recommended, of course, but the people should become educated to 
the workings of the government and be capable of taking action, through peace- 
ful means, toward reforming our government.

EWSWRITING in M.HSS. is serious business. Students are really mak-

What to do about a person who has been ejected from the club hasn’t been 
decided, since no one has left as yet. Of course, being very democratic, the club 
allows the student to defend himself. The secretary records the proceedings 
of all meetings. 


Not only is newswriting a lot of fun, but it is also practical. A great 
amount of useful practice and information can be obtained from it. Who 
knows, many great journalists may come from it!

With Junior Roger 
Nickerson leading the way in the second period, Middleboro scored three touch- 
downs with Nickerson scoring two of these on fairly long runs. His second 
of the period was a screen pass from Houlihan after which he squirmed from 
the arms of two tacklers and went 35 yards to pay dirt. With the half drawing 
to a close Houlihan again connected; this time it was to his favorite touchdown 
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target, Bob Corti, who raced into the end zone. After J’m Healy intercepted 
a pass in the third period Ray Wood went through the line and bulled his 
way through the secondary into the end zone from the 16 yard line. It was 
Houlihan who finished the scoring of the game when he went over from the 
one-yard line. Paul Roberts in making his first appearance since suffering a 
cracked elbow in the North Easton game did a fine job in kicking extra points 
by booting 4 out of 6 through the uprights. By virtue of this win Middleboro 
High School will be able to retain the Kiwanis trophy permanently.

Thus, the 1949 field hockey team of M.H.S. emerged undefeated, the first 
team to do so in the history of the school’s hockey teams.

Howard with six, Joannie Dupre with four, Merilyn Churchill with one, and 
Joannie Bissonnette with two. These goals were aided immeasurably by the 
superb support of the other girls on the team, a fact which demonstrates fine 
team work on the part of every girl.
